Jewelers derive Their gold supply 
from various sources, such as old Jew­ 
elry, bunks and refineries, but the 
greater part of the raw gold used by 
the manufacturer comes from the gov­ 
ernment. 
From the refiner the gold comes to 
the factory in the form of buttons or 
granules. 
The refineries employ the 
waste of the Jewelry shops* aud by 
burning off the material portious and 
subjecting the result to certain proc­ 
esses recover much gold that other­ 
wise would be lost to the trade. 
For many years there was a steady 
drain on the gold coin in circulation, 
caused by the use of the coin by jew­ 
elers in search of raw material. 
The 
fact that our government turned out a 
coin that after passing through the 
assay office was of twenty-two carat 
fineness, only two grains below the 
pure gold standard, and had alsp been 
worked over, the silver and copper 
forming the alloy having been mixed 
thoroughly in the gold before the coin 
was minted, made the gold coin par­ 
ticularly 
attractive to the jeweler. 
The manufacturer experienced no trou­ 
ble when the gold coin was used, in­ 
asmuch as the nlloy always had been 
combined with the metal, and all that 
was necessary for the commercial 
utilization of the coin was to alloy it 
sufficiently to bring the gold down to 
the point required; also, from the jew­ 
eler’s viewpoint, a lot of time and diffi­ 
culty was saved. Inasmuch as this 
scheme did away with much bookkeep­ 
ing and rendered unnecessary the ty­ 
ing up of considei*able amounts of 
money in the purchase of raw mate­ 
rial to be held as stock. 
Tatter, how­ 
ever. the government made up the 
pure gold in brick or bar form, and it 
is in that shape the greater bulk of 
the supply is*now derived. 
Thousands of dollars pass between 
the banks and the manufacturing jew­ 
elers every year in the forms of bars 
of gold, the banks handling these for 
the benefit of their clients. The bricks 
vary in value according to weight from 
$2fXs to $300 and come with the gov- 
em mem assay office stamp as a guar 
ainee of purity und fineness.

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TOLD IN FEW WORDS. 


Shortest Robber Story In History, as 
Narrated by Voltaire. 
In his study of “Seven Great States­ 
men” Andrew D. White describes the 
work done in the eighteenth century 
by the French minister Turgot against 
the vicious system then prevailing of 
“forming out” the taxes. 
A great 
combination of contractors resulted. 
who grew enormously rich at the Peo­ 
ple’s expense, not, however, without 
able criticism. 
This syndicate assumed the charac­ 
ter of what in America of these days 
would be called a “combine,'* and at 
the head of it were the farmers gen­ 
eral, wealthy, powerful and, as a rule, 
merciless. 
Their power pervaded the 
entire nation, from the king’s apart­ 
ments at Versailles to the cottages of 
the lowliest village. 
To those men and their methods Vol­ 
taire bad made a reference which ran 
through France and indeed through 
Europe. 
A party of Parisians were abusing 
each other by telling robber stories. 
Presently 
Voltaire, who had been 
listening quietly, said: 
“I can tell a robber story better 
than any of 3'ours.” 
The whole 
room 
immediately 
be­ 
came silent and listened to the great­ 
est personage in the French literature 
of the eighteenth century, 
Voltaire after clearing his throat be­ 
gan as follows; 
“Once on a time there was a farm er 
general." 
Then he was silent. 
Prestjptly all 
began to cry out; 
“ Why do you stop? 
Go on. 
Tell us 
the story.’* 
"J have told the story.” said Vol 
taire. 
“ Ito yon not sc* that my state­ 
ment implies j tit* greatest robber stoo’ 
in history?’*

II a horses molar 
teeth are in good condition whole oats 
are preferable to cbotk 
'The horses 
m olars possess great grinding (Tower, 
and lf required to chew his feed and 
not bolt It the horst? will digest the 
grain much better. 
It i» only when 
a horse’s teeth are defective owing to 
old age or to some other cause that It 
may experience some difficulty in deal­ 
ing properly with whole out*, and In 
that ease It la advisable if not abso­ 
lutely necessary to crust) the outs. 
In the cnee of young nerves under 
four or five years old looming trou 
Pies sometimes teni|»oi*artly interfere 
attgbtly with their powers or mast! 
cation, and when this is so it is expe­ 
dient and desirable to feed the oats in 
a crushed state. 
To sum up the whole subject, feed 
log of crashed oats instead of whole 
ones to horses Is not to De recon) 
mended and ta inadvisable finder or 
dietary conditions. 
The only cases in 
which it is advisable or necessary are. 
drat, when a horse's powers of mastl 
cation are Impaired or deficient, so 
that it cannot properly chew the whole 
oats; second, when a norse is a greedy 
feeder and in the habit of bolting un 
chewed oats and. third, when a shy 
feeder or bad one evinces a partiality 
for crushed oats, preferring them to 
whole ones. 
Oats fed to foals should be given in 
a crushed state. 
Although foals can 
est whole oats sud soon learn to do so 
yet the latter ais hardly suitable for 
them, being too hard, seeing that the 
masticating power Of a foal ta undo* 
▼•toped and comparatively small.

There ire many who contend that 
chopped oats ara better for horses 
than whole oats. 
lf * horse* molar 
teeth are in good condition whole oat* 
are preferable to chol*. 
The horses 
molars possess great grinding power. 
and lf required to chew hts feed and 
not bolt It the boree will digest the 
grain much better. 
It ii only when 
a horse’s teeth ire defective owing to 
old age or to some other cause m at It 
may experience some difficulty in deal­ 
ing properly with whole oats. and in 
th at case It ta advisable if not abso­ 
lutely accessary to crush the oar*. 
in the cace of young nerves under 
four or five years old leetning trou­ 
bles sometime* tenifiorurily interfere 
slightly with their powers of m asti­ 
cation. and when this is so it Is expe­ 
dient and desirable lo feed the oats in 
a crushed state. 
To sum up the whole subject, feed 
tag of crashed oats instead of whole 
ones to horses la not to be recoin 
mended sod Is inadvisable under or­ 
dinary conditions. 
The only cases in 
which it Is advisable or necessary are. 
drat, when a horse’s powers of mastl 
cation are impaired or deficient, so 
th at it cannot properly chew the whole 
oats; second, wben a horse is a greedy 
feeder and in the habit of bolting un 
chewed oats and, third, when a shy 
feeder or had one evinces a partiality 
for crashed oats, preferring them to 
whole ones. 
O ats fed to foals should be given In 
a crashed state. 
Although foal* can 
eat whole oats and soon learn to do so, 
yet the latter ai s hardly suite hie for 
them, being too bard, seeing that the 
j estivating power of a foal ta dnae- 
sefdped and comparatively sinfill.

Place in the bottom 
of a bean pot several slices of bacon 
(salt or fresh pork), then put in about 
half the beans, over which sprinkle 
salt, a heaping spoonful of brown sug­ 
ar or New Orleans molasses, then more 
slices of the bacon. 
Over this place 
the rest of the beans, with the salt, 
sugar or molasses and bacon on top 
Cover with soft water and bake at 
least eight hours, though they are bet­ 
ter lf baked all day. 
Add ^oft water 
as needed.

This volcano baa been keeping up 
this seven minute series of eruptions 
even since any one can remember.
